C. cupreatus is a very distinct species, with a type of 
indument reminiscent of that of C> punctatus Jacq., but al¬ 
together unlike this plant.

It was 
collected and sent by Dr. J. Ouatrecasas in August, 1940, 
without indication of precise locality.
